integrins, and moieties derived from any member of this group , 

a substance capturing moiety capable of reversibly binding to a pharmaceutically 
active substance, and 

a pharmaceutically active substance, 

wherein said fibrin/fibrinogen-binding moiety is bound to said substance 
capturing moiety.

3 (currently amended): The conjugate of claim 1, wherein said substance 
capturing moiety is an antibod y, a r e c e ptor or a part thereof which specifically recognizes said 
pharmaceutically active substance. 

4 (currently amended): The conjugate of claim 1, wherein said pharmaceutically 
active substance is selected from the group consisting of antibiotics, growth factors, receptors for 
tissue components, tissue adhesive substances, nucleic acids, plasma proteins, hormones, 
heparinoids, wound h e aling substanc e s, and imaging agents. 

5 (original): The conjugate of claim 1, wherein said fibrin/fibrinogen-binding 
moiety and said substance capturing moiety are covalently bound. 
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6 (currently amended): Fibrin/fibrinogen-binding conjugate comprising 
a fibrin/fibrinogen-binding moiety selected from the group consisting of 

thrombin, fibronectin, bacterial fibrinogen binding proteins, basic fibrinogen growth factor, ^ 
integrins. and moieties derived from any member of this group . 

a substance capturing moiety capable of reversibly binding to a pharmaceutically 
active substance, 

wherein said fibrin/fibrinogen-binding moiety is bound to said substance 
capturing moiety.

8 (currently amended): The conjugate of claim [[ 7]] 6 wherein said 
fibrin/fibrinogen-binding moiety is covalently bound to said pharmac e utically activ e substanc e 
and said substance capturing moietv are covalentlv bound ..

12 (currently amended): The conjugate of claim ([8]] 6 wherein said 
pharmaceutically active substance is selected from the group consisting of antibiotics, growth 
factors, receptors for tissue components, tissue adhesive substances, nucleic acids, plasma 
proteins, hormones, heparinoids, wound h e aling substano e s, and imaging agents. 

13-23 (canceled) 

24 (new): The conjugate of claim 6, wherein said substance capturing moiety is an 
antibody or part thereof which specifically recognizes said pharmaceutically active substance. 

25 (new): The conjugate of claim 1, wherein said substance capturing moiety is a 
receptor or a part thereof which specifically recognizes said pharmaceutically active substance. 

26 (new): The conjugate of claim 6, wherein said substance capturing moiety is a 
receptor or a part thereof which specifically recognizes said pharmaceutically active substance. 
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27 (new): The conjugate of claim 1, wherein said pharmaceutically active 
substance is a wound healing substance. 

28 (new): The conjugate of claim 6, wherein said pharmaceutically active 
substance is a wound healing substance. 

29 (new): Fibrin/fibrinogen-binding conjugate comprising 
a fibrin/fibrinogen-binding moiety that is a nucleic acid, 

a substance capturing moiety capable of reversibly binding to a pharmaceutically 
active substance, 

wherein said fibrin/fibrinogen-binding moiety is bound to said substance 
capturing moiety. 

30 (new): The conjugate of claim 29, wherein said substance capturing moiety is 
an antibody, a receptor or a part thereof which specifically recognizes said pharmaceutically 
active substance. 

31 (new): The conjugate of claim 29, further comprising a pharmaceutically 
active substance. 

32 (new): The conjugate of claim 31, wherein said pharmaceutically active 
substance is selected from the group consisting of antibiotics, growth factors, receptors for tissue 
components, tissue adhesive substances, nucleic acids, plasma proteins, hormones, heparinoids, 
wound-healing substances, and imaging agents. 

33 (new): The conjugate of claim 29, wherein said fibrin/fibrinogen-binding 
moiety and said substance capturing moiety are covalently bound. 
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
